—The Russians dropped a de­ 
mand that the United States set 
up a special agency or corpor­ 
ation to sell the wheat. T h e y 
agreed to bargain individually 
with private U.S. grain dealers. 


—It was also agreed that the 
Russians will buy on a “ cost 
and freight’* basis rather than 
“ F. O. B.“ This means they 
will now negotiate with grain 
dealers for the wheat plus de­ 
livery, paying only one price.

FBI said Friday night it has 
joined the search' for five bold 
stickupmen who pulled one of 
the biggest jewel robberies in 
the nation’s history. 


Estim ates of the value of the 
loot, 
hijacked from a station 
wagon 
of 
the 
AAA 
Jewelers 
Messenger Service in midtown 
M anhattan early Friday after­ 
noon. ranged between $1 mil­ 
lion and $1.5 million. 


However, approxim ately half 
of the 
jewels 
was 
recovered 
about six hours later in the 
m essenger 
com pany’s 
station 
wagon 
which 
the 
bandits 
used in their getaway and lat­ 
er abandoned. 


Police said the loot consisted veiiligated. 
of 
necklaces, rings, 
broaches 
and other jewelry in addition 
to a gold shipment. 
At least 
half of the jewels and nine bars 
of gold were recovered. 


The robbery compared with 
one on 
Feb. 
IO at Pompano 
Beach, 
Fla., 
where 
thieves 
broke into the Leonard Taylor 
jewelry 
store and 
fled 
with 
$1.75 million in gems. 


The FBI said it entered the 
case because some of the ship­ 
ment was consigned out of the 
state.

elections, said Frank B Puzy- 
eki. running for supervisor in 
Bensalem on a sticker ca m ­ 
paign. apparently left no stone 
unturned in his drive. 
Puzycki, a Democrat, had 
40 workers distributing cards 
with his picture on it. On the 
card were instructions where 
to place the sticker. 
Campaign Failed 
Yet 
the- campaign 
failed 
miserably. Puzycki got only 
151 votes to 3.199 for Fred P. 
Tochterman, 
a 
Republican, 
and 2,758 for John F. Lawson. 
Bellyer says a post mortem 
of voting machines after an 
election ofter reveals most of 
the stickers have fallen to the 
bottom. 
Voters neglect to lick them 


because they aren ’t instructed 
to do so," Bellyer said. 
In two Upper Bucks con­ 
tests, Filbert W. Myers, Pium- 
stead Township resident, cap­ 
tured 221 write-ins on an anti­ 
zoning platform in the contest 
for supervisor. He was defeat­ 
ed by incumbent supervisor 
Ben Larzelere Jr. who receiv­ 
ed 501 votes. 
Didn’t Make It 
Another Myers. Elliott, Bed- 
minster Township, also failed 
in his bid to win as supervisor 
in a sticker campaign. 
Bellyer said the state board 
of elections makes no provis­ 
ion for placing instructions on 
the machine for a write-in 
vote.
